I malt obferve, that the firft is of fo delicate a 
ature, aod the honour of the Prince is fo evidently 
involved in it, that it is impoilible to admit the leait 
modification on that head, nor to form any engage- 
ment whatever. which would countenance a tacit ac- 
knowledgment of the injuries attributed to. the 
Prince, and of which he is aor culpable. 

M. de Rayneval, in acknowledging him to be in- 
ocent, ought certainly not to advife him to avow 
himfelf to be culpable. _ He ought then ‘to judge 
that he has drawn upon himfelf effectually the faf- 
fpenfion, or (to fpeak properly) pains have been ta- 
ken to perfuade him to it. On the contrary fuppo- 
ftion, I cannot imagine that M. de Rayneval would 
admit that a Sovereign, who had been in an error, 
could not retract precipitate refolurions, taken upon 
fale grounds, and put a conclifion tothe mifchie- 
vous confequences which attend them. That is

Thi would 
béto degrade the fpecious nate of liberty, which at 
this moment warms the mjade-of mea, And cer- 
taigly it is not: ftom, M..de Rayneval that I thould 
jook for fuch a dostrite, Suppofing that he was 

tonvinced of the injuftice of the Prince, I will ven- . 

ture to obferve, that there would be but frle pro- | 

portion betweea the naturé of the accafation, and 
the mode which he fuggelts for obtaiaing pardon. 

But, M. Le Comre, it is not pardon we afk ; we 
call upon the juttice of the Sovereign ; and without 
wilhing for the prefeat to difcufs our jult rights, and 
decide upon the principle of the queltion, (which is 
more the caufe of the States of Gueldres than our’s ) 

I will make but one refle&tion} it cuts fhort, in my 

opinion, all that can be alledged int favour of the ar- 

bitrary act of die States of Holland, by whicly the

depart ; you perceive, M. Le Conne, that every 
ftep.of the Prince, tending to the rettoratipn of tran- 
quillity in the Provinces of Gueldres, Utrecht, and 
Overyffel, on the prefent footing, cannot be taken 
into confideration 4t prefent, otherwife the Prince 
would be ftrangely forgetful of his duties, if ever he 
Was capable of entering into engagements, the ob- 
jedts of which were the internal regulations of one 
of thefe Provincesy without the confent of the States 
of that Province. 

Neverthelefs, it would be doing the Prince a great 
injutice to conclude from hénee, that by his deeli- 
ning fuch propofitions, he, was averfe to liflen to
